Hritish firms have secured. large 
orders from the Soviet Government 
of Russian representing a total of 
more than £4,000,000, says the 
Daily Express. 

‘A sum of £2,200,000 will be paid 
by the Russians to British firms in 
respect-of two sets of contracts, and 
the orders are divided as under:—- 

£1,200,000 for textile machinery to 
three separate textile machinery 
factories in, Lancashire and York- 
shire, - 

£3,000,000 ‘between, two electrical 
companies, one in the Midlands and 


the second in Scotland, lor electrical 


power station. plant and equipment, 
including steam ‘turbines, high- 
pressure boilers, generators - and, 
switch gear. : a 
The: two orders, amounting to 
£2,200,000, are the frst orders of 
such magnitude given by the Soviet 
Government to Great: Britain since 
the official break in relations’ be- 
tween Britain and Russia after the 
raid on Arcos in May of last year. 
, An interesting arrangement has 
}been, made for, payment of the 
£2,200,000 into England. « Extended 
credits have been sanctioned, on 
bankers’ guarantees, under which 
the money from Russia will be paid 
to the English manufacturérs dur-
